A case of vital importance to all who share the Fellowship 
point of view is that of Ward II. Rogers of Marked Treo, Arkansas# 

A young minister of the Methodist church who lost his pulpit be¬ 
cause of his liberal views, Rogers became a teacher under the 
FERA and an organizer of the Southern'Tenant Farmer's Union* In 
furthering the welfare of the tenants, Rogers did not distinguish 
between Negroes or whine tenants, and held meetings in which 
both wore present in large numbers. Be car s o of has attempts to 
organize the mil*, ion and a half share croppers, the mjs r; exploited 
group in the country, and his racial policy, Rogers was first 
threatened with lynching and then imprisoned on charges of "anarchy. 11 
The Tenants union undertook his defense, hired a lawyer, and ap¬ 
pealed to the Socialist party and the American Civil Liberties 
Union for financial help. After investigating the case, these 
organizations decided that it is extremely significant and de¬ 
served the widest support. The Fellowship was invited, together 
with the NAACP ard various'-other agencies, to give publicity to 
it. Because it is significant from the standpoint of economic 
justice, interracial good will and vital religion, it was voted 
that the Fellowship help give publicity to it# 

9. Peace in the Pacific 

A memorandum prepared by the chairman and secretary for 
Poace-in-the-Pacific meetings, to counter the naval manoeuvers, 
and signed by Walter Van Kirk, Dr. John H. Lathrop and the chair¬ 
man, was presented to the National Peace Conference at its meet¬ 
ing in Washington, D. C., January 26th. This memorandum is now 
being circulated with the minutes of the meeting, to all organ¬ 
izations represented in the National Peace Conference. It was 
decided to send a delegation to President Roosevelt to urge him 
to cancel the naval manoeuvers, i It vAs also-decided, to Ssk-cjn- 
StitUoht orgttniz&tions to* colter the mootings and parades which 
mil be held in World Good Will Week, May 19th to 26th around the 
theme'Peace-in-the-Pacific.*' If the President does not call off 
the naval manoeuvers all the peace organizations in the country 
may be asked to hold "peace manoeuvers" on the theme "Peace-in- 
the-Pacific, l * during the full period of the naval display. Decision 
was vathheld on this point pending the report of the committee 
to interview 1, the President. Meanwhile tho chairman and secretary 
of the F. 0. R. recommend that the Fellow/ship should prepare its 
groups throughout the country for the probable holding of peace 
manoeuvers May 3rd to June 10th, 1935. This was approved#

The American Legion is composed of red blood Americans who 
know all the horrors of war more than any other society in the U«S «A» today, 
and they in their four point program have taken the most acti-ve step forward 
to eradicate war, and it is being looked on with favor by the most learned men 
of the country. I am realy surprised that the church is not conversant with 
the true facts for if they were they could and would exercise sane judgment 
in expressing their views* 

I am a member of the Ludlow Presbyterian Church having been 
brought up In the church since my boyhood, was teaching Sunday-School at the time 
of my departure to serve in the World War. During that war Edgar B.Ritchie 
a member of the same church and my close comrade was killed and our Post now bears 
his name, and if I do say it myself the American Legion in my home town and in 
the intire state of Kentucky is honored and respected as one of the most 
influential organizations among society. We have done much toward oivic betterment 
in our community and then for a learned man of your reputation to cast such 
reflections upon a group of men who have served their country in time of need, 
it is just a bit hard to take. I intend to take your article before my class 
next Sunday and ' discuss the merits of same, if any merits can be found. 

Just such misstatements as yours tend to demoralize the rank and file of church 
goers of today and that is the reason that most churches are on the rocks as was 
expressed by a learned clergyman who talked to our congregation on last Sunday 
morning. 

I have a fEimily and when my son enters college he will take 
military training which is so necessary toward the proper developement of a real 
masculine man, and was so evidenced by the State of Ohio in their opinion that 
military training was compulsory in the State University at Columbus, and I trust 
that it ill 11 not be long befofe every sane thinking American Citizen will be of 
the same opinion. Would suggest that before you make many more suoh talks that 
you familiarize yourself with the merits of military and the Preamble of the 
Amerioan Legion constitution and you will also become enlightened along this line.

It was good of you to write to ao frankly about the 
reference to ay talk in Colunfoue, X* ay address Z mode it clear 
that you cannot fairly indict an organisation and pointed out 
that not all members of the American Legion hold the same con- 
riot Iona, I then went on to e^r that many of the officers of 
the American Legion teem to ns to be propagating a type of pat¬ 
riot lan with apocial emphasis on armed preparedness* whloh seems 
to be highly provocative end dangerous to the peace of the world. 
Surely it Is clear that advocates of armed preparedness in 
Japan and other oountrios make It more difficult for the peace 
forces In the United States, For the some reason I an convinced 
that campaigns far armed preparedness in this country are highly 
damaging to world peace. It la obvious that the American Legion 
engages in this sort of campaign. 

Moreover many officers of the Anerio&n Legion seem to 
me to be a menace to the peace of the world because they are 
end flavoring to prevent pacifists and advocates of other means 
Of defense than military defense from gabbing access to the publlo 
schools. From ay point of view it Is very dangerous to indoctrinate 
young people with the doctrines of armed preparedness and to de:*y 
them information concerning pacifism and non-military defense. 

For these reasons I an strongly convinced that many officers and 
members of the Amsrloon Legion are a menace to the peace of tho 
world.

Ify dear Kr. Presidenti 

As I e*w» through Japan 1 found assay of our Aworiesna there deeply 
concerned about the proposed maneuvers of our fleet this lunar ia the 
Aleutian Isleads. It fte recognised by ell that we here a perfect right 
to held the aanoueors there or anywhere la ear own poeeeasiona. this 
will be regarded, however waJustly, ss a provocative act by away la 
Japan and Anerlea. re have a perfeet right, I repeat, to have cur 
maneuvers in our can waters and tie Japanese de not have the right te 
hold ease wears la our waters. Tat te laalst upon hevlag our maneuvers 
la the Aleutian Islands will, I fears produce the sans affect upon the 
Japanese ee it would upon Anerlea If the Japanese Admiral should 
snnounee that they would hold their anna wears off the coasts of the 
Philippines, Hawaii, and California. 

A glance at the wop reveals this ahain of ialsnda extending 
for 1,200 allea southeast trots Alaska, aa the Japanese feel, "like 
a anearpoint*, tow a rd the Turtle Islands of Japsa. At their extrem¬ 
ities, these islands are only a few hundred wiles opart. The Japan¬ 
ese navy. Ilka the aray, la honayoonbad with saerat societies among 
the younger officers, whs are averse te Japanese capitalism and crooked 
polities, who are in Sympathy with the suffering peasants, and she want 
a stern, simple, disciplined Samurai allltary dictatorship. 

If our mooauewrs are held in the Aleutians, a single young 
faaatieal super-patriot, or group of younger officers la e sea-plane 
or destroyer, or eewn a fishing vessel, wight eoasrlt aa set, or preci¬ 
pitate aa "incident", that would causa mar. 1 think It la quite 
aortala that the vast majority of the people both la Awcrlca and la 
Japan do not want war, but friendly relatione with each ether. I fear 
It io equally certain that there is e very awell nowber both in Awariae 
and in Japan who do want war and who would aaIonme any occasion or 
inaidoat or eeeldeat that would precipitate it. Vsay of ua would 
deprecate playing Into the heads of theae who do want war by holding 
the maneuvers in the Aleutlea lalaode, 

I have read the announcement by Secretary Swanson that no too sal 
of the salted States fleet will approach withia 1,000 miles of Japan, 
but there is no such distance between the extrawlties of the Aleutian 
and the furile Islands, and the Japanese fleet is not anchored st sown 
convenient point 1,000 wlloa away.

My Dear Kirby, 

I have wanted often to write you about our life and work 
here in Palestine. We came here partly to study the back ground 
of* Jesus Life. Vi/e have been much Absorbed in trying to build a 
worthy religious program in this magnificent Y.M.C.n. building. 

It is far the hardest job I ever tackled. Moslem Turkey's 
long rule here has left a deep, sad mark on the life of Palestine. 
Most of the population is Moslem. The Zionist Jewish movement 
hopes soon to surpass the Moslem population in numbers. 'That 
leaves the Christians with life crushed out of them by T ur hish 
rule, alarmed and embittered by the tide of well financed 
Jewish immigration and cynical for their future. The economical, 
cultural and moral life is ab a low mark In all groups. What 
we need Is a Christian Community of such vitality, such vigor, 
such charm as could serve well these Moslem and Jewish communities 
and show them the way to the rich full life which Jeaus lived 
here and hoped every one else might live. 

I do'nt know what caused it but the old Eastern u hurches - 
Greek Orthodox etc., are dead, under a mass of ritual and form. 

-‘■he Anglican Church which is our other leading Church has much 
more life. It too is too ritualistic for revolutionary youth. 

And it Is strongly suspicioned by patriotic Palestine as being 
a tool of the British Government which rules them not by their 
choice but by a decision of the Versailles treaty of war. 

And so our Christianity here is a faded out anemic form of 
religion. The Christianity we have here has no message to the 
Moslem and Jewish population. Our firsb job is to ressurect 
real Christianity. That Is hard, because the Christianity 
we have here Is such a sad caricature of the real thing. We 
are trying to interest youth in a religion which they see all 
around bhem dead and useless. If there were no Christian 
organization here it would be easier. 

Our Association stands here in a difficult but highly 
potential^ position. We have the finest building of any kind in 
the.Near Last. Many of the finest youths of the city find here 
their social and recreational home. Cur membership is made

up of 32 races and of fifteen religions. We are trying to be 
sincere Useful friends to all groups. Many of the groups 
find it next to impossible to credit us with unselfish motives. 

When we tell them that we want to serve them even if they 
never join our u hurch they are "From Missouri." When we tell 
them we are Christian Missionaries eager to help them find u od 
and life abundant but will not measure our work by how may of 
them became Baptists they think "But there aint no such Animal." 

Here is something of the whirlwind of Psychology in 
which we are trying to build a religious program which will 
challenge the youth of this city to "Bet their lives on God." 

Anglican Missionary. "How many souls have been converted 
in your building this year?" 

Jewish Athlete. "Can we have some games on your athletic 
field even if we do'nt join a ^ible class?" 

Moslem teacher. "I see you are having a meeting when Dr. 

'■Tot ah is to speak on "Why I’m a Christian." Would you let a 
Moslem speak in the Y. on "WJiy I’m a Moslem?" 

Young Christian. "Why do I have to go to Li hurch? You 
stand through a two hours service in a language I do'nt 
understand hearing the repetition of prayers written eight 
hundred years ago?" 

Member of the Y.M.C.a. Board. "I move that the -^oard 
instruct the Religious work Secretary not to conduct any more 
meetings on Marriage, Bex Education and social conditions. 

We want relig i ous meetings" 

8§0 Y.M.C.A. Members. "If we cant discuss marriage and 
the questions that interest us most at the '-’unday meeting 
then we will go to the movie on Sunday" 

Well once''long ago there walked these hills and dusty streets’ 
the only man who ever lived life the way vie want to live it. He 
is not dead. "-His ancient power worketh still." Out from 
this turbulent city there may yet go to a strife torn world the 
good news of peace among men of all races and life abundant 
for every man. To this end we will work on grateful for the 
high privilege.

Kindly pardon me for not sooner ac¬ 
knowledging your letter of January 9th end thanking you 
for the two additional copies of your book which you sent 
me. On account of serious eye trouble I have not been able 
to read, but will be feihd to hand them to some people who 
will be interested to read them* 

Referring to your letter, you are quite right in un¬ 
derstanding that I "do not share all of the opinions which 
you hold". However, I do admire your sterling Christian 
character and your desire to bring into the relationship 
between men the spirit of Jesus. 

I was very much interested to hear you state your 
economic views with which I am not altogether in agree¬ 
ment. I do hope that the days of unbridled speculation 
and the assuming of debts by practically all of our people 
in amounts which they had no reasonable expectation of 
ever being able to pay, will not again return. In my judgr 
ment the foregoing are the main causes of our present de¬ 
pression and not the capitalistic system, in which I thorough¬ 
ly believe. The right of the individual to the enjoyment 
of the results of his own ability, initiative and thrift 
is inherent to our people* I believe it has been the ex¬ 
ception and not the rule that employers have exploited their 
employees. If our present system can be shot through with 
Christianity and all of us be guided by the teachings of 
Jesus in the conduct of our business, our country will agfrin 
prosper. Indeed, it ha3 been my experience, as I have 
talked with hundreds of employers, both large and small, 
that the overwhelming majority have been concerned first 
of all with the welfare of their employees. 

I believe the genius and spirit of our people will not 
prove a fertile soil for Communism. I am, howsver, no 
way opposed to free discussion if the note of patriotism and 
love of country prevails.

It is good, but the ques¬ 
tion you raise about a united front with other group* at points 
where we agree is a very much disputed question* I have had some 
recent conferences with Harry Ward and he of course looks upon 
this problem from a somewhat different viewpoint.

TO THE HOME OWNERS - 3UNNYSIDE GARDENS: 


We wrote you on August 1, 1934 advising that the City Housing Corporation 
had filed a petition to reorganize under the new Federal Corporate Reorganization 
Act. In the meantime the Company has been endeavoring to work out a plan of re¬ 
organization, and also to secure additional working capital. The plan has not yet 
been completed. 

It has come to our attention that recently the Consolidated Home Owners 
Mortgage Committee has been issuing bulletins which we consider in many respects 
unfair and frequently inaccurate. We have refrained from answering these bulletins 
because we did not desire to enter into a controversy with the Committee. We be¬ 
lieved that the home owners, through their personal dealings with the Company, under¬ 
stood the situation and needed no further explanation from us. A number of home 
owners have, however, suggested that we send a letter to clarify our position with 
regard to the mortgages on Sunnyside homes and to clear up any misunderstandings 
which may have arisen. 

In the first place, we want you to know that the Company does not own any 
of the first mortgages or senior participations at Sunnyside. It has guaranteed the 
payment of all of these mortgages to those owning them and has been designated as 
agent to collect the monthly charges. The holders of these mortgages look to the 
City Housing Corporation for the faithful collection by them of monthly charges. Our 
obligation therefore to the holders of these mortgages is two-fold: first, it is 
that of an agent to use his best endeavors on behalf of his employer, and second as 
guarantor for payment of the mortgage principal and interest. The City Housing Corpo¬ 
ration has received absolutely no relief on this guaranty from the mortgagees. Fur¬ 
thermore, it is not known whether any relief will be granted on this guaranty. About 
two years ago, we agreed with the Committee to endeavor to secure a reduction of 
interest from the holders of first mortgages. We accordingly tried very hard to 
secure such a reduction. Unfortunately, however, we were successful with only a 
small percentage. In these cases the home owners were notified and their monthly 
charges reduced. 

The second mortgages and junior participations at Sunnyside are pledged by 
us with the Irving Trust Company, as Trustee, to secure an issue of Sunnyside bonds. 
The bonds were sold to the general public some years ago. There are approximately 
one thousand bondholders, many of whom are today in as bad straits as some of the 
Sunnyside home owners. The City Housing Corporation is obligated to the Trustee and 
to the bondholders to use its best efforts to collect principal and interest on the 
second mortgages and also to see that interest is paid on the first mortgages. It is 
of vital importance to the holder of a second mortgage to see that taxes and interest 
on the first mortgage are paid.

We applied to the holders of 
these securities for a deferment of interest. In many cases the request was granted, 
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but the interest had to be paid on approximately one-half of the outstanding Sunny- 
side bonds (the holders of which were unwilling to postpone). In no case has interest 
been waived . Notes have been given to bondholders for all unpaid interest and these 
notes bear interest. In connection with our reorganization, we do not believe it 
would be possible for us to secure any reduction of principal or of interest and we 
have, therefore, never contemplated any such reductions on the Sunnyside bond in¬ 
denture. Any statements to the contrary by the Committee are entirely unfounded. 

We are not pressing the home owners for payment of the present outstanding 
arrears owed to City Housing Corporation for junior mortgage interest, or for the 
many thousands of dollars which the Company has advanced for the home owners for first 
mortgage interest, taxes, insurance, water and garden upkeep. Prior to January 1,1934, 
it was the practice of the Company to advance cash for such deficiencies where they 
had not been collected from the home owners, In order to keep the first mortgages in 
good standing. However, since that time we have not had funds available for this pur¬ 
pose and therefore have been compelled to look to the home owners for payment of 
subsequent deficiencies. We wish to point out that while the mortgage terms provide 
for payment of interest on home owners' arrears, we have never charged such interest, 
although we are charged interest on deferred interest arrears owed to bondholders. 

We shall continue, to the extent of our ability as outlined above, to make special 
payment arrangements with home owners who are temporarily unable to pay their full 
charges, provided such special payments are made regularly. 

We have been informed that home owners are being urged to withhold payment 
of all monthly charges, pending results of negotiations which we understand the 
Committee intends to initiate for reduction of mortgage interest at Sunnyside* With¬ 
out doubt, such negotiations will take many months. It is unfair in the meantime to 
expect the Company to allow monthly payments to accumulate unpaid# To do so would be 
a breach of trust to the bondholders, and they would not permit us to stand idly by 
and see their securities seriously jeopardized. 

There is another aspect of the matter which I think should be brought to 
your attention. Thus far the second mortgage bondholders have permitted City Housing 
Corporation to act in collecting sums required to make interest payment on the second 
mortgage bonds. There has, however, been a default on our part in the payment of that 
interest and the second mortgage bondholders are entitled to demand that the Irving 
Trust Company, as Trustee of the second mortgage bonds, act instead of City Housing 
Corporation in protecting the interests of these defaulted bonds. These bondholders 
now have a committee, of which Mr. George W. Alger is Counsel. The Committee and its 
Counsel have been disturbed by the apparent attitude of the Sunnyside Mortgage Commit¬ 
tee. It is our hope that conditions will not arise which will make this Committee and 
its Counsel feel that a radical step should be taken by them to protect these bond¬ 
holders or to make them feel that the City Housing Corporation is insufficiently pro¬ 
tecting the present interests of the second mortgage bondholders. 

The depression has created a very difficult situation for many Sunnyside 
residents and for the City Housing Corporation. It has been a hard time for both. We 
believe that we have recognized our social obligation in our treatment of home owners 
in distress to the very utmost of the financial ability of the Company, which has 
finally been compelled to file a petition under Section 77-B of the Bankruptcy Law, 

We believe that the Mortgage Committee is making demands that are unreasonable and 
unattainable. 

We have always taken a great pride in Sunnyside. We still do. We know 
that It is considered one of the outstanding housing developments in America. We 
believe that the future of Sunnyside and the best interests of its home owners are 
being seriously jeopardized by the extreme attitude of the Committee, and this at a 
time when a revival of real estate values coupled with a gradual increase in rentals 
may be near at hand. We hope that this letter will clarify the situation and will be 
glad to give you any further information if desired.

Dear Mr. Page: 


I heard you speak in this city last night, but did not get an 
opportunity to. ask you a question I had in mind. In defending my 
stand that to take life is wrong - under all circumstances - my o- 
pponents have put me in this hypothetical position: I am between 
a maniac and a hundred of my friends. The maniac and I each have 
a machine gun, and the only two alternatives I have are to (l) 
kill (not just disable) the maniac to prevent him from killing my 
hundred friends, or (2) allow him to kill the 101 of us. I say I 
would take the second alternative, but they say that in doing so I 
would be (l) just as guilty of murder in letting the maniac do the 
killing as if I had killed all 100 of my friends myself, and they 
argue that these 101 lives are worth more than the life of the one 
maniac.. And they say (2) that I am guilty of suicide if I allow 
the maniac to kill me instead of availing myself of my opportunity 
to kill him first. I differ with my opponents here, believing that 
in not killing the maniac, I am not guilty of (l) murder and (2) 
suicide. I naturally assume that you agree with me on this, but 
what concrete reasons would you present to prove the point? I was 
unable, offhand, to give any good reasons why I would not be guilty 
in the above situation, and hence ask your help. 


The power of money, under our present economic system, is quite 
obvious, and the failure of very worthwhile projects because of in- 
■Cient financial backing has frequently come to my attention. 

I am 22 years of age, and for 4 or 5 years I have held the idea that 
God would prefer to have the good that could be accomplished by a 
man and -$500,000 than only the good which could be accomplished by 
a man without the help of money. Hence, my life objective has been, 
and 13 , to accumulate wealth (as an aeronautical engineer) and then 
utilize the power of my money in doing more good along the lines of 
promoting world peace, social insurance, providing help to worthy 
college students who are working their y through school (in the

worthwhile projects. You say that (l) 1*11 never amass $500,000,

in objectives. To (l), I agree that amassing $500,000 is 

no simple task, especially in the face of increasing taxes and coun-

n in J orkin ? m y way through three years of college should be 
a big help to me m reaching this objective. After living in the 
comparative poverty of a minister's family this much of my life, I 
had entertained the idea of indulging in a few little luxuries for 













a change, but within the last 2 or 3 vears (after reading your 
"Living Creatively" and similar books) I’ve abandoned the idea of 
indulging in any luxuries. To (2) I can say only that I believe I 
have a stronger will power in such matters than most people. In 
answer to (3), I plan to keep alive my interest in idealistic pro¬ 
jects by devoting some of ray time to world peace, etc,, while amas¬ 
sing wealth, thus, until I have reached my financial goal, aeronau¬ 
tical engineering will be ray vocation and world peace, etc., ray avo¬ 
cation, Upon reaching my financial goal, my vocation and avocation 
will interchange - world peace, etc,, will be my vocation (with neg¬ 
ative financial returns) and piloting airplanes will be my avocation. 

You might ask, "Just how could you do more good with $500,000 
than without it?" In answer, Bruce Barton says, "Let’s adve’rtise this 
Hell" (war^ (advertising takes money). Sherwood Eddy says, "Use the 
printed page to spread your message," and that requires money. Agi¬ 
tation (printed posters, movies, radio), education (printed litera¬ 
ture, movies, radio) and. organization (secretarial work), which you 
advocate, take money. Money is required to provide loans, part-time 
work, and possibly scholarships for worthy self-supporting students, 

I might conceivably buy a printing plant in a college town, employ 
students on a part-time basis to print literature advertising the hor¬ 
rors of war, thus killing two birds with one stone: (l) promote world 
peace and (2) help college students. It seems obvious to me that I 
could accomplish a thousand-fold more good with money than without. 

One more reason I have for attempting this ambitious program is to 
prove to many of my doubting friends that "it can be done," (amass 
wealth without becoming a miser, and use the money as I have outlined). 

The questions I should like to ask you are, "(l) Bo you not think 
that I am pursuing the best possible plan to attain my final objectives, 
and (2) have you any suggestions, advice, or warnings to offer?" 

Would there be any objection to my quoting parts of "Living 
Creatively" in a little booklet to be printed and given to a few of 
my friends (giving credit, of course)? 

Your answers to my questions will be very much appreciated.

Dear Mr. Page: 

It is with great earnestness that I write 
you this letter, asking your counsel and advice. I shall 
try to make it as brief as possible, and I am sorry if I 
inconvenience you. If you do have a moment you could de¬ 
vote to me sometime soon however, I should like a great 
deal to hear from you regarding my problem. 

I will begin by saying that my background 
was very conservative in every respect, a farm home,' and 
a country minister for a father; he Being unusually fine 
for his day and community, but of the stern, legalistic 
type of thorough-going Campbellite. My own training in¬ 
cludes a B.S. degree from a Quaker College (Wilmington), 
and an A.B., and M.A. degrees from Ohio State. I will be 
taking my Ph.D. from O.S.U. this June, in Philosophy. 

The other foreword I would posit is that 
I am entirely happy in my church work here. I have been 
able to create an atmosphere of freedom here that makes me 
quite comfortable. I feel I have won in large measure the 
issues of World Peace, Social Justice, and Inter-racial 
Brotherhood here over the last six years we ha-se been here. 
This year for the first I was able to take the absolute 
pacifist stand in the pulpit on Armistice Day and have the 
same church leaders who nearly demanded my head over the 
problem three years ago gather about me tearfully at the 
close and say they were with me. I was also able to ex¬ 
change pulpits and choirs with the excellent pastor of our 
local Second Baptist Church (Colored) on February 10th of 
this year, with the result of real enthusiasm for a repe¬ 
tition of the experience arising spontaneously from my 
people. I mention these things, and would also add that 
I no longer have any difficulty in having my liberal atti¬ 
tude toward our Christian tradition (practically the same 
as your own) accepted without back-fire, to indicate to you 
the experience I am having here in my present position. 

My problem however is this: I am increas¬ 
ingly convinced that God wants me to crusade particularly 
for economic salvation at this time, conditions being 
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COLUMBUS, OHIO, 


-ft they are. I feel that men’s bodies are an integral part 
of them, and if the needs of those bodies are not met, both 
for today arfl for tomorrow, the God-intended subordination of 
the body to'the ’’more", to the higher, is reversed, and the 
mind and spirit are made to become mere slaves of the body, 
mere instruments for its protection and preservation. 

I am further convinced that God needs me right 
now to crusade for the organization of consumers and laborers, 
that their will may have an effective expression. It seems 
to me that this is the next step, the preparatory strategy 
that must precede the change from production for profit to 
a socialistic order. In this city we have, in the Ohio Farm 
Bureau, the largest single cooperative organization in the 
United States, headed by Mr. Murray Lincoln. We have been in 
intimate contact and shall continue to be. 


It is at this point that I need your advice. 
Following June, there will be three courses open to me. I 
oan go into College Faculty relationship, and teach; I can 
femain where I am and work at this interest with what time 
and effort I can spare from preaching and parish work; or I 
oan affiliate myself with the cooperative movement directly 
and sever my relationship entirely with the Church I serve, 
or with organized religion, except as a consecrated member. 

I am anxious for your advice. I am also anxious 
to have you indicate what frontier you feel needs such ser¬ 
vice as I might render most. If you further could suggest 
any particular opportunity that you feel, or that your knowl¬ 
edge has acquainted you, in which I might be interested, I 
would appreciate having you put me in touch with it. 


I am not moving rapidly in this matter. This 
is not a new passion with me. I shall not take any step for 
some time to come, unless a particular opportunity affords 
itself, and in no event until after June and my degree; but 
I do know that I have lost the interest in parish responsi¬ 
bilities in favor of this broader field, and know that I 
can never fit myself ihtbd this work again easily or happily. 


I hope I have not bored you, and I realize that 
to you I am just another young man in whom the spirit is 
moving for restlessness, but I do need the advice of one 
in whom I have implicit confidence. Never again can I have 
such confidence in any man who is "Christian" even though 
with a vengeance, but who does not recognize the implications 
of the spirit of Jesus for present hour attitudes. I write 
to you because you have occupied a "gad-fly" position in my 
life ever since the eventful conference at Lake Geneva in 
1924 when I first learned that being a follower of Jesus does 
have social implications.
